Governor : 

I can clarify the situation with Mayor Joe Williams from Ketchikan. 

1. Mayor Williams was offered a meeting with the Governor in Juneau a 
few days to a week after the announcement on the bridge. He refused. 

2. I spoke with Mayor Williams about a month ago about his request for 
the Governor to come to Ketchikan. He said any trip by the Governor 
should occur under his terms which were 

a) the Governor fly to Ketchikan in the raorning and meet with local 
officials. He said he would need at least 7 days notice and I think he 
wanted to schedule the meeting with local leaders as an official joint 
Borough Assembly and City Council meeting. The only topic would be 
Gravina and AMHS issues. 

b) After that the Governor stay in town throughout the day and attend a 
public meeting that evening. The only topic would be Gravina. 

c) Mayor Williams demanded that Commissioner Von Scheben and Deputy 
Commissioner Hardy accompany the Governor because he was upset with some 
actions by AMHS and wanted to address those in front of the Governor and 
the Assembly and Council at the early meeting. 

3. i have been working with the lobbyist for the Borough for 2-3 weeks 

to try and meet with Mayor Williams to talk about a trip for the 

Governor that would be shorter in time (maybe 1 to 1 and 1/2 hours) at a 

different location than City Hall, and would include a broader agenda 

with positive points such as funding for Swan Lake - Tyee intertie, 

school funding, PERS / TRS funding, Capital budget appropriation for 

2 
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Schoenbar middle school, etc. 



I had a meeting scheduled for yesterday at noon to diecuss this but 
Mayor Williams cancelled at the last minute. 

I also do not think he has even requested a meeting with the Governor 
Juneau, although he has been here in Juneau for over a week. 

I will keep working with the Borough Lobbyist and Mayor Williams on a 
reasonable alternative for a visit to Ketchikan.

1. Mayor Williams was offered a meeting with the Governor in Juneau a 
few days to a week after the announcement on the bridge.

He said any trip by the Governor 
should occur under his terms which were

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a) the Governor fly to Ketchikan in the morning and meet with local 
officials. He said he would need at least 7 days notice and I think he 
wanted to schedule the meeting with local leaders as an official joint 
Borough Assembly and City Council meeting. The only topic would be 
Gravina and AMHS iasues. 

b) After that the Governor stay in town throughout the day and attend a 
public meeting that evening. The only topic would be Gravina. 

c) Mayor Williams demanded that Commissioner Von Scheben and Deputy 
Commissioner Hardy accompany the Governor because he was upset with some 
actiona by AMHS and wanted to address those in front of the Governor and 
the Assembly and Council at the early meeting. 

3. I have been working with the lobbyist for the Borough for 2-3 weeks 
to try and meet with Mayor Williams to talk about a trip for the 
Governor that would be shorter in time (maybe 1 to l and 1/2 hours) at a 
different location than City Hall, and would include a broader agenda 
with positive points auch as funding for Swan Lake - Tyee intertie, 
school funding, PERS / TRS funding, Capital budget appropriation for 
Schoenbar middle school, etc. 

I had a meeting scheduled for yesterday at noon to discuss this but 
Mayor Williams cancelled at the last minute. 

I also do not think he has even requested a meeting with the Governor in 
Juneau, although he has been here in Juneau for over a week. 

I will keep working with the Borough Lobbyist and Mayor Williams on a 
reasonable alternative for a visit to Ketchikan.
